One person in every eight in Indiana 
s directly interested in the -public 
utilities business, Harry Reid, of 
the Indiana Public Utilities Com- 
nission, said today. 


The association conducted a. sur- 


vey of Indiana Utilities and found 
:hat persons employed by them 
are 


lolding stock in them, and the de- 
pendents of each class constituted 
jne eighth of the state's population. 


Many 
of the utilities to which 


questionnaires were sent did not re- 
olv, however, Reid said, 
and 
the 


proportion may be even greater. On 
the basis of the replies 
received, 


those companies which did not re- 
ply would bring the ratio up to about 
one person out of every five. 


There are more telephone compan 


ies than there are companies oper 
ating in any other branch of 
the 


utility business and the survey in 
dicates the telephone companies have 
the largest 
number 
of employes, 


Reid said. 


The valuation of all utilities in 


the state for the state taxation pur 
poses is $200,000,000, 
which doe 


not cover the entire value of the 
property as it does not include the 
assessment valuation set by county 
officials for the purpose of city and 
county taxation.
